lieve that he is not violating instruc- 
tions. the same probably applies in 
large part to the purported utterances 
be Mr. Lind and Dr. Hale. 

Negotiations with General Huerta 
have not been terminated yet, it was 
‘learned today. Nor has the Huerta reply 
to the last administration note been re- 
ceived. Mr. O'Shaughnessy is still at the 
fembassy in Mexico City, and not 
been ordered home. 

Neither has he been tendered his pass- 
/ports. No comment is made officially on

Austria-Hun- 
gary has long felt that Germany was 
not giving her the support that she 
might expect, and Germany has felt, 
with very natural misgivings, that Aus- 
tria was pursuing a policy which might 
involve both countries in war. 

Now both Emperors have one thing 
in common, they ardently wish for 
peace, Kaiser Wilhelm intends to get 
everything that he wishes by means of 
a strong.army and a big navy, although 


;. he does not intend to employ his forces 


béYond using them as a means to over- 
awe Europe. He is quite willing to Jend 
this support, so long as only the support 
of German prestige is required, to 
Austria-Hungary. 

But Germany objects to being drawn 
into @ Balkan war which may mean:a 
war with Russia, and she sees the possi- 
bilities which loomed large before Eu- 
rope last winter, and which threaten to 
arise again at.any moment, more clearly 
than Austria-Hungary, who is apt only 
to, be engrossed with her own corner of 
Europe, and to regard Balkan affairs as 
her own private domestic matters, which 
she ean settle with a high hand, with- 
out consulting Europe. Her recent ac- 
tion in Servia has increased this impres- 
sion... She sees no just cause why she 
should not chastise the small Balkan 
nation, which ‘seems to’ her like a very 
uarnly’ urchin among the nations of. Eu- 
rope, . 

Servia has very wisely said, “Peace 
at-any: price for us.” She would have 

spoken more truly had she said, “French 
gold” at any cost, and once we have it, 
leb the future take care of itself!” 


It is probable, too, that to malsnasions 


peace, Russia also promised Servia some 
much-wished-for rectification of the 
frontier or access to the sea, and that 
Europe will be startled by a sudden de- 
mend for one of two things, either a 
rt or more territory. Which of these 
things wil] be demanded, time alone will 
show, but the present meekness of Ser- 
via is unnatural and bodes no good. 
There is no doubt that the two Em- 
perors also discussed the emigration 
question. In tucir eagerness to denounce 
the rival company, the great steamship 
pool has opened the eyes of the Austrian 
government to a state of affiairs which, 
if allowed to continue, means nothing 
less than the depopulation of the country. 
It is with something like horror that the 
Hungarian government has heard that 
not only the Bukowinians and men of 
other nationalities have been leaving 
the country, but that the Dalmatians, 
' the best sailors in the world, have also 
beén carried away in thousands. 


The German companies have been 
much more active in this business than 
the Austrian or Canadian companies. 
The Suedslavische Rundschau published 
information which probably rendered 
the question still more pressing in 
the eyes of the two Emperors. It ap- 
pears that the Bulgarians are leaving 
their country in hundreds by every out- 
going steamer. This is owing to the 

anarchy which prevails in Bulgaria, and 
the activity of robber bands which are 
devastating the country. In spite of a 
rich harvest, the country is unable tc 
recover from recent defeat, and the sub- 
sequent demoralization. The news would 
be bf small importance in itself, were it 
not for the fact that the Bulgars arc 
@ small race numerically and that they 
are pro-Austrian. 

Austria and Germany thus see this 
country becoming more and more Slav- 
onic in character, while the non-Slav 
_ nations on the Balkars are also melting 
‘gway rapidly before the oncoming tide 
whic is not merely overrunning Aus-

BRITISH SUFFRAGIST LEADERS _ 
DISCUSS TRUCE PROPOSITION 


Mrs. Pethick Lawrence Says It Is Impossible to Ask 


Women Who Have Been Driven to Revolution to 
Make an Offer of Peace—Government Should Act 


(Special to the Monitor) 

LONDON—In a controversy which has 
aroused so much passion as the women’s 
suffrage movement in Great Britain, the 
causes’ which lead to the development of 
its various phases are > apt to become 
blurred. P 

The bishop of Winchester’s letter to 
the Times calling for a “truce of God” 
from the militants, and its replies by 
Miss Annie Kenney and Mrs. Pethick 
Lawrence, give the needed opportunity 
for retrospection. 

Miss Kenney’s letter, which was sent 
for publication to the Times, but refused 
by that paper, appeared in the subse- 
quent issue of the Suffragette. Miss 
Kenney recognizes the spirit of concili- 
ation which prompted the bishop’s letter, 
but militancy to her has become a re- 
ligion and she cannot allow that woman 
suffrage won by force will mean a loss 
of the benefits which it is intended to 
bestow: ; i" : 

“We militants believe,” she says, “that 
if women get the vote by militancy, 
which means’ both fighting and self- 
sacrifice, it will bring with it a special 
blessing and a special power.” 

Mrs, Pethick Lawrence welcomes the 
bishop’s pronouncement on the women’s 
campaign. She says that at last a man 
has been found strong enough to give 
expression to the profound uneasiness of 
the national conscience on a matter 
which is a first-rate political question 
for solution outside controversies of po- 
litical party. 

The bishop of Winchester’s appeal to 
the militants to call a truce leads Mrs. 
Lawrence to once more tell the story of 
how the element of violence entered into 
the women’s campaign. She calls to 
mind the first attempt made by women 
eight years ago to address questions to 
representatives of the government at 
public meetings and of the violent hand- 
ling and forcible ejection which they 
suffered in consequence. 

“From that time,” continues Mrs. Law- 
rence, “to the present moment every at- 
tempt on the part of women to ask a 
question at a public meeting has been 
dealt with by assault and forcible ejec- 
tion.” 

Then came the era of smal] deputa- 
tions to Parliament in order to lay the 
women’s cause before the prime minister. 
These deputations were arrested and im- 
prisoned, and the campaign of violence 
was started which led to the hunger 
strike, forcible feeding and the cat and 
mouse act. 

The adoption of methods of physical 
force by the government, Mrs. Lawrence 
points out, was an admission that the 
women were better armed with argu- 


thorities thought at first that~a little 
physical force would be needed to sub- 
due women. In this they made a 
grievous mistake. The little measures 
led to stronger measures, and the result, 
at the end of six years, is a spirit of 
rebellion which. they are now trying to 
quell by methods of coercion that are 
a degradation to the British name. 

The history of the militant movement 
is such that it would be an impossible 
thing to ask women who have been 
driven to revolution to make an offer 
of peace. The first move in this direc- 
tion, Mrs. Lawrence declares, lies obvious- 
ly with the government. 

The Danish Women’s Suffrage Associa- 
tion, which has branches all over the 
country, held their annual congress in 
Copenhagen recently. Mrs Alna Munch, 
wife of the minister of defense, took the 
chair, and the premier’s wife, Mrs. Zahle, 
gave her services as reporter. Both. the 
present and the former premier were 
among the speakers at the large official 
meeting, and both expressed their satis- 
faction in the knowledge that under the 
new constitution bill Danish women will 
be on an equal footing with their hus- 
bands and brothers. The congress was 
an eminently successful one. . 

The growing practise of excluding wo- 
men from the courts when cases are be- 
ing tried, which dates from the suffrage 
agitation, received a timely rebuke

ULSTER REBELLION 
NOT YET JUSTIFIED 
SAYS SECRETARY 


Mr. Acland Urges Home Rule 
Opponents to Await Signs of | 
Persecution Before Opposing It

OLDHAM, England—Speaking at Old- 
ham recently, F. D. Acland, under-secre- 
tary for foreign affairs, said that the 
Insh question was becoming one for 
statesmen to discuss in the council cham- 
ber rather than for politicians on plat- 
forms. The question was now narrowed 
down to the northeast corner of Ulster, 

The government had said that so long 
as the essential principles of the bill 
were accepted they would consider any- 
thing that might be proposed, and that 
was as far as it was right and reason- 
able to go. It was not reasonable that 
their opponents should be actively pre- 
paring for civil war or rebellion before 
there was the slightest sign of persecu- 
tion or anything of the kind.

NEW TRADE UNION POLICY IS 
ADVOCATED BY BRITISH AUTHOR 


Charles Booth Says Constructive Course Has Not Been 


Developed or the Efficacy of Labor Increased by 


(Special to the Monftor) 

LONDON—Charles Booth, the great 80- 
ciologist and author of “The Life and 
Labor of the People in London,” has put 
forward a new policy for trade unions in 
@ pamphlet just published, entitled “In- 
dustrial Unrest and Trade Union Policy.” 

Mr, Booth, whilst in no way minimiz- 
ing the work accomplished by the trade 
unions .in the past, recognizes that the 
movement has lost something of its 
promise, and points to the disunion and 
chaotic corditions which prevail in the 
industria] world of the present day. 

Trade unionism has failed to put for- 
ward a constructive policy; it has done 
nothing, says Mr. Booth, for the creation 
and little or nothing for the wider dis- 
tribution of wealth. Neither has it in- 
creased the efficacy of labor; and by its 
methods it has often hampered industry. 
Trade unionism is therefore in need ofa 


ferce of organized labor on the side of 
progress, development and cooperation. 

It ‘is this policy which Mr. Booth out- 
lines in his new pamphlet. Primarily, 
he points to the inaccuracy of the divi- 
sion, of industry into capital and labor, 
and gives prominence to a third element 
which he names superintendence—fore- 
thought, guidance, capacity to plan and 
power to execute. Confidence is the great 
asset in industry, and for labor to under- 
mrine confidence is to injure itself irre- 
mediably. 

To promote confidence Mr. Booth pro- 
poses that employers should be divided 
into three groups by the trade unions. 
The first group, comprising those firms 
in which good wages and liberal condi- 
tions of work prevail, will be granted 
preferential treatment by the trade 
unions; the remaining two groups, con- 
gisting of firms in which less satisfactory 
labor conditions are the rule, will remain 
ander the full pressure of collective 
bargaining. 

The first group would greatly benefit 
in its industrial enterprises by being 
free from labor troubles, and by in- 
creased efficacy among its workers, 
brought about by stability of employ- 
ment, better pay, and relief from anxiety 
concerning the future. The existence of 
such a class of firms would exercise a 
strong influence on the middle and lower 
groups, and would tend to lift the level 
of wages and the industrial conditions 
throughout the country. Strikes would 
become less necessary and less frequent- 
ly resorted to; they would also be local- 
ized and, as such, of less danger to the 
public. The strike weapon, however, 
would remain, deprived of none of its 
force. 

By such a policy Mr. Booth is confident 
that conditions would be so far improved

OWL ARRIVES IN 
CITY ON BOARD 
BRITISH SCHOONER 


A noise strange to the upper harbor 
was heard today as the British schooner 
Eskimo, Captain Charles Pike, from 
Apple River, N. S., was towed up to her 
discharging berth at Cambridge. Uncer- 
tain whether some one was asking aid, 
or a boy on some craft was amusing 
himself, towboat skippers peered from 
pilothouse windows, seamen stretched 
their necks from positions -aloft where 
they were furling sail, and passengers 
looked searchingly about the harbor. 

Again came the cry, and ali hands 
turned towards the little Eskimo’s aft 
deck. In a little cage was a tiny owl. 
When the Eskimo was 70 miles east of 
Boston, being tossed about by a moder- 
ate blow, many owl calls. were heard. 
There were three owls on deck, and deck 
hands went forward and secured one, 
while the other two flew away. 

On board the Eskimo was a total of 
133,473 feet of spruce deals. Eleven 
days were required in the passage.

He said that expensive lit- 
igation often incurred in the making 
assessments forces compromises which 
are often to the disadvantage of the 
land owner or the city. 


What Planning Means 


George H. Cooper of Pittsfield, quoted 
from George B. Gallup of Fall River, to 
the effect that city planning really 
means bring all of the physical factors 
of a city up to the highest known stand- 
ards under the direction of competent 
engineers. He said that Mr. Gallup's

[ts advantages to all branches of society 


Before any material improvement can 
be made in our inadequate methods of 
marketing there must be cooperation, not 
only among producers, but the mutual 


eooperation must extend to the consumer 
and to legitimate and necessary middle- 
men whose services can not: be dispensed 
with, said Rufus J. Nelson, editor of 
Farm and Ranch, at the Texas farmers 
congress. Cooperation that unites the 
ney so benefits materially in saving 

oss in selling, but cooperation that ex- 
tends to the consumer and favors those 
who are engaged in a useful and neces- 
sary function of distribution is much bet- 
ter. Such cooperation eliminates waste, 
reduces distribution to a minimum cost, 
gives the producer a margin for profit 
and saves cost to the consumer. 

It is an erroneous conclusion to as- 
sume that cooperative marketing has for 
its sole object driving dealers and honest 
middlemen out of business. Economic 
cooperation, while it seeks the shortest 
route from the producer to the consumer, 
does. not displace honest dealers who ren- 
der economic service in distributing farm 
products.. The producer should make war 
on nobody, but on inefficiency, useless ser- 
vice, dishonesty and wasteful methods 
of handling. We as a people of various 
aecupations, most of us middlemen in 
some capacity, need cooperation to eli- 
minate waste, to see that the producer re- 
ceives a fair profit for his products, that 
the consumer pays only a fair price and 
that the transportation companies and 
honest dealers whose services are needed 
receive a just and only a just compensa- 
tion for services rendered. 

Society is interested in this arrange- 
ment; the country is best served when 
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this is realized; business prosperity re- 
quires it. 

Some of the many advantages in co- 
operative marketing may be 
briefly : 

It standardizes products and thus gives 
beth producer and consumer the advan- 
tages of standardization. 

It saves cost in purchases of materials 
such as crates, packages, carriers, etc. 
This saving is sometimes considerable 
and is always worth while. 

Cooperative selling eliminates to some 
extent undue competition among growers 
of the same products. This is very im- 
portant where perishable products such 
as peaches, berries, tomatoes, etc., are 
shipped to distant markets. 

Cooperation saves in transportation 
and in the cost of distribution at desti- 
nation.

Recipes from “Housekeeper’s-A pple Book.”

EL PASO—Close observers of the sit- 
uation below the Rio Grande regard the 
negotiations of the United States gov- 
ernment with General Carranza, Consti- 
tutional leader, as one of the most im- 
portant problems growing out of that 
situation. But the proposals made and 


the answer have not. been disclosed. 
_ It is known that William Bayard Hale, 
reported to be the personal representa- 
tive of President Wilson, met General 
Carranza and his cabinet. The press de- 
spatches add: “All that could be learned 
regarding the proposal of the American 
esident was that it was in writing 
and that it required ‘certain things,’ in- 
cluding’ pledges from the Constitutional- 
isté in case the United States lifted the 
embargo of arms.” 

In reading that, a number of questions 
maturally occur to the student of the 
Mexican situation. Is there any obvious 
moral reason for demanding any pledges? 
What is their nature and range? What 
will be the effect on the average Mexi- 
ean? How will “politics” in Mexico City 
consider the demand? 

So far das the Carranza revolutionary 
movement is concerned, it has been a 
programless one; the whole world is ig- 
norant of the future intentions of its 
leaders, 

The government of the United States 
is, next to the Mexican people, the most 
interested in knowing whet the adminis- 
trative plans for reforms will be, as it 
is easily foreseen that the reestablish- 


ment of peace and its consolidation de- 


pend on the remedying of the social 
needs which constitute the motive power 
of the rebellion. HM the “certain things” 
which the quoted despatch refers to are 
more or less in line with the preceding 
considerations, then they will certainly 
be “most reasonable things,” judging by 
the reeord character and ideals of the 
higher official of the present American 
administration.

IN CAUCUSES 


Discovery in Worcester 


—— 


In anticipation of the city election and 
wishing to do their full duty as citizene 
entitled to vote for school committee, 
the women of Worcester registered early 
in order to take part in the caucuses. 
Their zeal was rewarded by the discovery 
that they could not enter the primaries. 
The refusal of this privilege is not a 
new one. It comes down from a decision 
made 15 years ago, when it was ruled 
that the right to vote at elections did not 
carry with it the right to take part in 
nominations, although women may sign 
nomination papers for candidates for the 
office of schoo] committee. 


Here is logic indeed. Massachusetts 
has not entrusted women with much of 
@ voice in her public affairs. In a 
period when there was a strong demand 
for woman suffrage and the argument 
of woman’s interest in the affairs that 
touched the home and children was prov- 
ing effective in the direction of full 
suffrage, it was adroitly conceded that 
she might vote for members of the school 
committee. It would have been better 
for the cause if the partial and extremely 
limited privilege had not been granted, 
not because women have not conducted 
themselves at. least as well as men would 
have done with so small a responsibility 
but because the partial right has been 
taken as meeting all the peculiar require- 
ments, has taken away one of the argn- 
ments for the ballot, and has exposed 
women to criticism for not turning out 
at elections with that unanimity that 
marks the periodic march of men to the 
polls. But the partial right stands and 
is suppoged to give women the connec- 
tion with school problems that they, as 
the mothers, by right should have. 


Voting for school committees is a noble 
exercise of a civic right, but it falls a 
little short of putting women in com- 
plete connection with the school problem. 
School laws are not made by local com- 
mittees, and to have even remote con- 
nection with the policy of the state 
women should vote for members of the 


committee members the whole local prob- 
lem. In towns the inhabitants vote upon 
the moneys to be spent, provide the 
schoolhouses and give the committee in- 
structions; in cities this legislation is 
by the city government, acting as rep- 
resentatives of the inhabitants. Women 
logically should vote in town meetings 
and in the elections of city governments. 
They do neither. They are not inhab- 
itants, in the eyes of the law. But 
surely they might be expected to appear 
at the caucus to select the candidates 
for the school committee. 

There would seem to be a singular 
restraint even upon their limited priv- 
ilege if they must take the candidates 
selected by men and chosen between 
them. Just that exists, it appears. They 
may sign nomination papers. But the 
use of the nomination paper is as a 
protest and as an attempt to make up 
for some defect or mistake of the cau- 
cuses. Is it a satisfactory substitute 
for sharing in the power to do things 
to be permitted to come in after the 
thing is done and correct it as far as 
may be? 

The denial of admission to the caucus 
will serve to expose the absurdity of the 
Massachusetts man-made law as to 
women. ,A right to vote, so curbed that 
it did not give the right to instrwct the 
person elected, nor to make the laws 
and rules under which He was to pro- 
ceed, nor*to provide the money for his 
work and to impose conditions as to its 
expenditure, would be a right such as a 
man would hardly bother himself to ex- 
ercise. 

If Massachusetts wants the help of 
women in school affairs, as the law 
granting school suffrage indicates, there 
is one way to dispose of the present 
limitations and absurd discriminations. 
There is no full participation in regard 
even to the schools when voting for a 
member of the committee is the ex- 
treme concessions But the amendment 
‘which takes the word “male” from the 
constitution will accomplish it. The

RATIONAL GOLF 


By STEVEN ARMSTRONG : 


Allow me to start by saying that I| 
make no pretence at being an expert on 
putting, and that this article is metely 
intended to convey a few little hints 
which have come up from time to time. 
People say that putting is merely a 
matter of practise, but there are excep- 
tions to this rule, for I know a number 
of very fine putters who never practise 
at all, and yet the strength and line of 
the putt always seems to come naturally 
to them. To mest of us, however, prac- 
tise alone can give the delicate touch so 
necessary for holing the four or five foot 
putt, and if the practise is made at a 
small hole (say 21% inches in diameter), 
it will improve the player’s game enor- 
mously. : 

But the practise must be on sound 
lines, otherwise it will not do much good, 
and each putt must be almost as care- 
fully studied as if the most important 


match of one’s whole career depended 
upon it. This does riot mean tedious 
examination of every blade of grase be- 
tween the ball and the hole—which, as 
most people know, is no advantage 
whatever—but just a little careful study 
until one has determined upon the exact 
line. Sometimes, on an _ undulating 
green, the line is not found so readily; 
but I think any reasonable sportsman 


a little extra time, so long as they do 
not lose their place on the course. I 
might here add that in trying td find the 
line for.a putt, I have come to the con- 
clusion that it is a good tip to get down 
just as low as possible to the ground, 
as that position seems to show up the 
slopes more readily. 

Many people consider that the best 
plan is to keep two putters, for a change 
will sometimes have a marvellous effect, 
but within my own experience it is bet- 
ter to keep to one. There is usually 
some very good reason for bad putting, 
and by far the best thing to do is to go 
off to some good green, and just practise 
until, the fault has been detected. 

One of the most important things is to 
notice which side of the hole the ball is 
missing. If, for instance, you find you 
have pulled your putts on the first three 
or four greens, a slight alteration in the 
stance or method of hitting will often 
result in sinking a good one within the 
next hole or two, 

By the way of final advice, if you prac- 
tise putting, do not specialize on any par- 
ticular length; play long and short ones 
on both flat and undulating greens. 

The above is another of C, B.’s fine 
little contributions to the game which

Prices are, of all topics, the most in- 
teresting as the standard of quality is 
fairly well fixed and there is less in- 
clination to change it than ever before, 
therefore the elimination of that objec- 
tional feature obliges manufacturers to 
follow the market closely. 

Observers of the conditions and trend 
of markets from which shoe supplies 
are drawn state that just so long as 


..* leather holds the high range of values 


which now exist, and tanners do not in- 
crease the output, shoe buyers may look 
in vain for lower prices. However, there 
is a well grounded belief that the top 
is not far away, if indeed it has not 
already been reached, for it is well 
known that the automobile and bag in- 
dustries are substituting a specially pre- 
pared fabric in the medium to low grades 
of their production. The significance of 
this may be more fully understood when 
it is known that one automobile con- 
cern used nearly 200,000 hides in 1913, 
hence if this substituting should be ex- 
tended the loss of trade from such large 
consumers: would be felt and leather 
prices would correspondingly seg. 

While this is more than problematical 
still it has not yet developed sufficiently 
to affect values and may not for some 


time, but it is certainly worthy ol 


thought. 
Men's fine shoes, both for dress and 


street wear, are in good demand, all fac- 
tories being run close to capacity. The 
styles and varieties of upper stock are 
not so numerous as they have been, 
which simplifies, matters and allows the 


be true, but as it is still followed it 
must be satisfactory to some extent. At 
present there is a feeling that there is a 
general contraction developing in mer- 
cantile affairs, more in the abstract per- 
haps than really observable, but such views 
tend toward caution and it is along this 
line of thought that tanners and shoe 
merchants are now operating. Therefore 
las strong as the future appears, buying 
may be even closer to actual needs, not- 
withstanding that cattle receipts and 
slaughter are below the record of 1912. 

Since the tariff was taken off there 
have been signs of outside competition 
which if reports are true, can’t be 
ignored. In fact, heavy upper stock has 
been offered in this market at from two 
to four cents a foot lower than domestic 
prices. 

Leather is moving freely and prices 
are well maintained. Certain tannages 
are not as popular as they once were, 
but as a whole the trade is satisfactory. 

Hemlock sole leather is too staple to 
ever have a dull week. Some may be 
better than others, but shares are pretty 
good all the time. Last week no large 
orders were taken but the call was 
steady and top prices ruled all trans- 
actions. 

Union backs were in for a good busi- 
ness from the start and it kept up dur- 
ing the week. Forty cents was the price 
if buyers wanted the best tannages and 
‘lots as large as stocks and conditions 
warranted were sold. The week closed 
strong. - 

Oak sole leather at 46 cents is as 
high as it sounds, but it sells readily at 
that. In fact the market supply is 
short and receipts are not sufficient to 
meet the demand. 

Calfskins continue active and what is 
better, all grades, colors and weights 
are in good demand. Buyers want quick 
deliveries, but in that regard they are 
often disappointed. Prices have crept 
/up a cent or more and dealers claim that 
ithe end is not yet. 

An excellent trade is reported by the 
'side upper leather dealers, Orders for 
'the winter months have been booked 
and many of the shoe manufacturers 
— fairly well provided for. Elk leather 
is the first choice, with chrome, kanga- 
roo, satin and split in their order. Prices

TRAFFIC IN 
THE WEST IS 
MORE STEADY 


A Few Roads Report Busi- 
ness Even With Last Year and 


Several Show Increases in 


Amount of Tonnage Handled 


HESITATION IN TRADE 


CHICAGO—Traffie conditions on West- 
ern railroads held their own fairly well 
last week and did not show the irregu- 
larity which was noticeable during the 
preceding two weeks. A few of the roads 
were even with the same time last year 
while several of them showed increases 


over that period. The Northwestern 


lines reported heavier shipments of live 


stock and miscellaneous freight, while 
grain and grain producers held steady 
and general merchandise slightly less 
than during the comparative periods. 
The car situation on these roads has 
proved adequate, there having been no 
congestion brought about by severe 
storms. In the Middle West, there was 
an increase of between 5 and 10 per 
cent in the general volume of business 
handled by the railroads, miscellaneous 
freight on some lines running as high as 
12 per cent and live stock shipments were 
as much as 30 per cent more than a year 
ago at this time. These roads did not 
show up as well in the movement of 
grain, some lines showing losses equal 
to 21 per cent in this commodity and 
decreases of about 17 per cent on flour. 
Southwestern lines reported an improve- 
ment in loadings over the preceding week’ 
with nearly all of the leading classifica- 
tions showing substantial gains over 
preceding weeks and a slight percentage 
above the sume time in 1912. 

Even though the railroads appear to 
be doing a better business than the 
general business situation would indi- 
cate there are many influences at work 
which cause a waiting attitude on the 
part of business interests, all of which 
tend to bring about a slowing down of 
business operations as a whole. The 
financial atmosphere continues cloudy, 
the political aspect is, uncertain, the im- 
pending climax in the relations of the 
government with the Mexican govern- 
ment causes anxiety, the industrial sit-

The individual reserve standing of 
local national banks, members of the 
Boston clearing house, at present and a 
week ago, is presented in the table be- 
low. In addition to the legal reserve 
carried here and in New York (one half 
may stand in the form of deposits with 
the New York correspondent banks), we 
compute what may be called actual re- 
serve at present, as indicated by the 
excess reserve in New York. The excess 
of deposits with New York ‘reserve 
agents over the amount which may be 
counted as half of legal reserve is here 
counted part of reserve instead of sim- 
_ply an offset to deposit liabilities, as is 
‘done in figuring legal reserve. 

The excess or actual reserve over 25 
per cent denotes the amount which 
might be deducted from the total re- 
;serve in both cities, Boston and New 
York, and still leave the legal ‘reserve 
intact. 

No reserve is computed against gov- 
ernment deposits.

EDITORIAL 


Boston, Mass., Tuesday, November 18, 1913 


Tue older tradition respecting the conduct 
and words of retired Presidents of the United 
States was for relative privacy and for non- 
participation in discussion of policies affect- 
ing national conduct. The newer habit is 
distinctly otherwise. Witness the freedom 
with which Mr. Roosevelt, touring South 
America, is now discussing the Monroe doc- 
|| trine, acquisition of Panama, and the future 

place of the judiciary in democracies. Note 
also the way Professor Taft of Yale has of lecturing not only on 
abstractions of the law but also on alleged perils to the nation frem 
“Progressive” party doctrines, on the right course to be followed in 
administering the Philippines, and on substitution of arbitration for 
war in settlement of international controversies. The new code of 
etiquette for a former President is not without its defects or limita- 
tions. It gives him a much freer, less constrained and normal sort 
of existence, but it may also create for his successor difficulties that 
earlier presidents did not have to reckon with. 

With the speech just made by Mr. Taft, dealing with national 
policy in the far east and given before the National Geographical 
Society, it would be difficult for President Wilson to find any fault, 
we suppose, even if he were looking for friction with his predeces- 
sor, which he is not. The two men have so comported themselves 
toward each other since they became political rivals in 1912 that 
mutual respect has apparently increased. 

What Mr. Taft had to say about the absurdity of talk of Jap- 
anese invasion of the United States and American attack on Japan 
was coupled with the affirmation that nothing but injustice done to 
‘the Japanese could ever transform historically friendly relations into 
those of strife. In this he is, we think, quite right. Genuine senti- 
ment and her present economic handicaps combine to align Japan 
as for peace. The menace, as Mr. Taft pointed out, is the inability 
of the federal authorities fully to control events which may make or 
nar a policy of peace. Any President must be thankful to a pred- 
ecessor who will educate the nation to see that all its international 
relations are now subject to impairment at any time by the froward, 
separatist acts of lesser political units.

Such advocacy of such a standard of publicity on its form or 
dress side is encouraging to all publishers who are busy doing their 
share in bringing the reform to pass. And a change for the better 
is discernible, more noticeable perhaps in the field of the monthlies 
and weeklies than it is in that of the dailies, but nevertheless also 
to be detected there. Sometimes the motive for change is purely 
esthetic and arises from the publisher’s revolt at conditions no longer 
to be endured if he 1s to avoid daily disgust with the aspect of his 
own property. Oftener it comes along with a rising standard of 
ethics as to both the sort of news and kind of advertisements to be 
admitted. The very process of exclusion of certain forms of 
advertising of itself rids the journal of some of its worst offenses 
against taste. Their ejection and the obvious improvement notice- 
able in “makeup” lead a responsive and sensitive man on to other 
changes and prohibitions. Finally the problem is faced as one 
affecting the entire paper. The matter of “dress” takes on moral 
dignity and responds to the dictates of good taste. If necessary, 
competent technical advisers are called in, and in due time both maker 
and reader of the periodical have for their satisfying inspection a 
product of the printer’s art that not only is standardized as to con- 
tent but also as to form.

tion. In past years there was not enough 
desire or demand in this country for prand 
opera in any language to make it a matter 
of great importance whether it was sung in 
one tongue or another. Grand opera has not been with Americans, as 
with continental Europeans, an institution. It has been fashionable 
but not popular. It has had to be subsidized. Even to this day it is 
unable to make its way in the United States entirely unaided. But 
in the last few years its friends and supporters among the plain 
people have multiplied. Where a few years ago only one city in 
the United States—leaving New Orleans out of the account—sus- 
tained an opera company for a season, four cities have now either 
independent or cooperative operatic organizations. Moreover, the 
opera terms in many other cities have been greatly lengthened. 
Opera is rapidly becoming popularized in the United States. 

It is the belief of Reginald De Koven, the Amerjcan composer, 
among many other students of the musical situation in this country, 
that the rendering in English of operas now heard only in the lan- 
guage of some one of the European continental countries, would 
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give additional strength to the present tendency and make for the 
general improvement of musical taste in the United States. Mr. 
De Koven goes so far as to pronounce the movement in this direc- 
tion the present most important development in the artistic life of 
the American people. He disputes vigorously the contention that 
the great singers attached by nativity and training to other languages 
would not pronounce English so that the opera would be understood 
better than now. He holds that if the rule shall be adopted in the 
United States these singers will learn to enunciate English; that, 
indeed, they will have to do so if they expect to fill American engage- 
ments. To this he adds: “There is no good argument against our 
having our opera in English. I can state from the practical point 
of view that English is even as good a language to sing to as Italian.” 

It strikes us that Mr. De Koven and others who have spoken 
favorably to this movement overlook one very important point, 
namely, that the Englishing and consequent increased popularizing 
of grand opera will have the natural effect of spurring English and 
American writers and musicians on to English grand opera composi- 
tion. There can be no question but that the general non-English 
stamp upon grand opera through all the years of its history has 
deterred English and American writers from producing grand opera 
books and English and American composers from producing grand 
opera music.

and a very large part of modern history the 
sea soldier had performed his duty valiantly. For a period, it is 
true, owing to changes of armament and a general readjustment of 
naval conditions, cannonading taking the place largely of “board- 
ing,’ the marine had no fixed place and was more or less in the way, 
but when “landing parties” became an essential part of the naval 
vessel’s force, the marine once more became a recognized factor in 
the situation. He failed, however, even down tothe American 
civil war period, to win the esteem of the able-bodied sailor, and 
mostly for the reason that the latter could not differentiate him from 
the landsman who did not “know the ropes.”’ 

This little retrospection is made excusable by the latest move 
on the part of the American navy department to raise the standard 
of efficiency in the marine service. The members of the corps, it 
appears, are no longer to be scattered in small detachments among 
the navy yards and assigned merely to watchman or police duty. 
They are to be concentrated in battalion posts and assigtied to points 
where they will have opportunity of advancing themselves in gen- 
eral education as well as in drill and tactics. 

Contrary to common belief, the marine corps is not only one 
of the most honorable, but one of the oldest branches of the United 
States military service. It was first authorized on-Nov. 10, 1775, 
so that its formation. antedates the establishment of the republic. 
Since then, in times of peace no less than in times of war, it has dis- 
tinguished itself at home and abroad whenever opportunity has 
come to it.

“AN OLD but ever new problem is that of mak- 
ing the ends meet in the average household, 
and it is not strange that it should be as far 
from solution today as ever it has been. In 
all civilized countries the plane of living is 
constantly rising. If this were not the case 
the income of a generation ago, or of a 
, decade ago, would be ample for the average 
family of today. On the other hand, if the 
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plane of living were not constantly rising 
the income of the average family today would be much less than 
it is. New wants lead to new needs, in human thought at least, 
and new needs promote greater productive activity and accelerate 
the currents of trade. Prosperity as the world understands it makes 
for greater employment and higher compensation; these make for 
more comfortable modes of existence, and as the necessaries to com- 
fort increase in number they also increase in price under the inex- 
orable law of supply and demand. 

In the average household there may be plenty; in the average 
American household it is pleasant to believe that there is plenty; 
but there is seldom a surplus. Millions of people in the United 
States today who are living comfortably are living up to their means. 
They are wise if they are not living beyond their means. The prob- 
lem of the average household+of the average salary and wage 
earner and of the average housekeeper—is to prevent the expenses 
of the family from exceeding the income. It is unnecessary to say 
that this is a problem that calls into play financiering talents none 
the less worthy of admiration because they are concerned with pen- 
nies, dimes and quarters rather than with hundreds or thousands 
or millions of dollars. The average family’s resources are deter- 
mined and inflexible. They cannot be safely increased by borrow- 
ings. No new debentures may be issued by the household to take 
up maturing bonds. The butcher, grocer, baker, milkman, coal 
dealer, and the rest, must be paid weekly or the household finances 
are certain to go awry; if bills are permitted to run behind, house- 
hold insolvency is the result. 

Now, it is not greatly to be deplored that this struggle to make 
the ends meet is constant.* It is a struggle that goes on whether 
the family is saving or living from hand to mouth. If saving is 
practised systematically the saving becomes a fixed charge; in most 
cases conditions of contract make it absolutely a fixed charge. There 
may seem to be no progress in the family that is running closely, 
but there is progress nevertheless. In the great majority of cases 
children are being raised respectably, housed and clothed comfort- 
ably, schooled satisfactorily, launched upon careers pleasantly. If 
there were no other accomplishments parents might look to, these 
would count for surplus and gain. There is satisfaction, triumph 
and credit in the bringing up of a family honorably, even though the 
pennies, dimes and quarters have, had to be accounted for at their 
full value every step of the way. 
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Topay the most elaborately planned and 
broadly conceived conference on town and 
city planning ever held in the United States 
opens in Boston under the auspices of the 
Massachusetts homestead commission and 
the Boston Chamber of Commerce. Gov- 
ernor Toss officially indorses and summons 
the gathering. -.The Legislature having 
passed enabling laws which make it possible 
tor towns and cities to proceed in a thorough- 
going way with ordered, rational, consistent community growth, 
conference seemed desirable as to policies and methods to be 
adopted. Hence provision for the attendance not only of state but 
of city officials in large numbers, some coming from places where 
experimentation in local planning boards already has begun, but a 
larger number from centers of population that are only awaking 
to the meaning of planning in town and city life. 

In addition to these officials, expert leaders in all the many 
phases of contemporary social expansion, some of local and others 
of national reputation, are to be present, and they will present formal 
papers and share in the conferences. Scrutiny of the program will 
provoke some surprise in one who has not kept pace with the 
variety of points of view from which this larger problem may be 
debated. The taxation expert, the business efficiency adviser, the 
labor leader, the investor or capitalist, the builder of structures 
whether for residence or business, the educator of youth, the ad- 
ministrator of transportation lines, the mother of children, the 
professional city planner, the framer of municipal ordinances and 
official enforcers of the same—all these are on the list of participants. 
And there are others. 

Ihe value of this conference will be great if it disabuses the 
popular notion that town planning has only esthetic ideals to pro- 
mote. It has these, but it also has many others. . The economic and 
moral grounds for action figure far more largely on this program 
than do any others. It is a movement that includes uplift for the 
poor, but none the less it also creates higher values for the property 
of the well-to-do. It contemplates not only alterations in physical 
contours, routes of traffic and conditions of housing, but also more 
equitable forms of taxation, more efficient methods of education, 
and elevation of local community politics to the plane of states- 
manship.

secretary once proposed, with seeming 
seriousness, that the government enter the 
armor plate industry in competition with the | 
steel trust. <A settlement, for the time being 
al least, was reached in the latter’ case, the steel interests yielding 
to the secretary's demands. Quite possibly the Standard Oil Com- 
pany will see.the wisdom of refraining from the pursuit of a course 
likely to antagonize the federal authority in the matter of oil fuel. 

Be this as it may, the fact that a member of the cabinet sees in 
the establishment of certain industries a means by which the gov- 
ernment may shield itself from what it regards as imposition in 
iis supply purchases is significant of a trend of thought in official 
circles that once upon a time would be deemed grossly socialistic 
if entertained in private circles. 

The government would go into competition with private 
interests, if it should go into them at all, with no other purpose, of 
course, than to discipline, chastise or break them down. No private 
industry could possibly withstand government competition. It 
would be extermination rather than competition. And regarding 
it in this light, it is a question whether the government, through any 
of its officials, can afford at this time to even broach the possibility 
of such a thing. 

Until public thought shall be educated to the point of determin- 
ing with discretion and wisdom what shall be the ultimate relation- 
ship between the government and the so-called “interests” it would 
seem to be the more judicious policy of the former to deal with 
all such delicate situations as that touched upon here with extraor- 
dinary caution and circumspection.

rather than less to say about the evolution An Opportu- | 
of constitutional government in the other 
American republics, it is time that public 
opinion in the older nation should be 
informed fully about the situation as it 1s 
seen by recent travelers in South America, 
by official representatives of the lesser repub- | 
lics, and by persons conversant with the 
involved as to industry, commerce and finance. At 
an opportune time, officials of Clark University, Worcester, 
have made provision for just such an educational gath- 
ering. Whereas in former years attention has been centered on the 
Philippines, Japan and China, today the focus of fact and opinion 
turns on Mexico and the lands to the south. Were there more gen- 
eral distribution throughout the country of news of this important 
annual gathering at Clark University, it would be better for the 
cause of justice and for intelligent national action. It repays all 
who attend it, or who read its official proceedings. In the course 
ef time it may come to share with the annual gatherings at Lake 
Mohonk that important function of molding national opinion 
through publicity given to the opinions of experts wisely selected 
and assembled under conditions conducive to candor and sanity in 
defining what are believed to be requisite policies. 

The exceptional pertinency of the topics to be discussed this 
year should create a demand for generous publicity by the press.
